SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 


The magazine entitled Amateur Erotica Special Collectors Issue #2 is classified as 
objectionable. 

Amateur Erotica Special Collectors Issue #2 is a full-colour glossy magazine almost 
entirely devoted to video reviews and photo-essays of sexual activities, and appears to 
be intended for the sexual arousal of a predominantly male readership. The 
publication contains some visual material which depicts women with very youthful 
appearances and many textual references to young women. Several pages are 
devoted to an article and an advertisement which place a young girl and her ’daddy' in 
a sexual context. The magazine is therefore deemed objectionable because it tends to 
promote and support the exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes. 

The right to freedom of expression contained in si 4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights 
Act 1990 (NZBR Act) does not apply to this publication because it contains material 
which falls under the criteria of the s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and Publications 
Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act). The provisions of s3(2) of the FVPC Act are 
deeming provisions which cannot be given a meaning which is consistent with si 4 of 
the NZBR Act. 
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
